STATEHOOD A PRACTICAL CERTAINTY 


Considerable encouragement for the people of our two territor­ 
ie s is to be found in the following culling from the Washington cor 
’despondence of the Dallas News: 
Statehood for Oklahoma and Indian Territory is now absolutely 
.assured; that is, practically so. 
Developments have brought about a 
situation which makes it prudence of the highest quality for the ad 
ministration and its friends in the House to abandon their effort 
t o make statehood for Arizona and New Mexico the price of state 
flood for Oklahoma and Indian Territory, and the question now up 
.permost is as to the plan of retreat. 
Senators Long, Burkett and 
W a rre n , all of whom have been supporting the President in his ef 
fort to put the Hamilton bill through, were at the White House this 
m orning. 
Afterward a num ber of conferences were held with the 
t House leaders, the question of discussion being, what will the House 
do when the Senate sends the statehood bill back with the Poraker 
amendment tacked on. 
The answer of most of the house leaders 
who attended these conferences was that the house would agree to 
the amendment. 
A change of fourteen or fifteen votes would have 
defeated the rule by virtue of which the Hamilton bill was put 
through that body: the addition of a like num ber of tho-e who voted 
for the rule would be enough to accept the Foraker amendment 1 
There is quite a certainty that the insurrectos will have that many 
accessions to their r.u ks, for though they could vote te support the 
Speaker on that occasion without 
making the consequences of their 
action too glaring, it will be otherwise when they are brought face 
to face with the alternative of supporting the House organization or 
of denying statehood to Oklahoma and Indian Territory. 
Another consideration, and one which tends to pursuade the ad­ 
ministration to abite >o iio of its opposition to the Foraker amend 
ment. is that >o far the President has accomplished nothing in a leg 
isiative way. 
Not one of the measures he ha- advocated has become 
a law, and if he is solicitous for a record of achievement, as he is 
thought to be in fact, he must be somewhat concerned by the cer 
tiin ty that the senate will adopt the Foraker amendment, leaving 
him the choice of suffering an absolute defeat on this proposition or 
of compromising with the situation and achieving something. 
The 
situation, in other words, is such as to give the President and his 
friends in the house the choice of a half loaf or no loaf, with respect 
to the statehood bill. 
The general failure so far of administration measures has had 
the effect of impre-siffg on the President the thought that his own 
popularity is not potent enough to put through an unpopular meas­ 
ure. 
And the omnibus statehood bill is an unpopular bill, the more 
rep u gn an t because it puts the welfare of the two million people in 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory to the hazard of a political game. 
The defeat of the Philippine tariff bill has had already the very aalii 
tary effect ut >.*l*eimg tile President, and the tirst proof of this will 
be in his recession from the position he took in the beginning on the 
statehood Mil. 
Statehood tor O Uh rn * and Indian T erritory is almost a cer­ 
tainty.

Irregular hours of work, rest end meals, 
the worry when lives depend upon hi* 
judgment and the lack of a day of com 
plate relaxation in each week. 
Th* 
physician who sees his patients every 
day In the week, month after month 
and cannot learn to forget them when 
he goes home, merely burns the candle 
at both ends. 
He 
violates the law 
obeyed by e v e r y other animal, that there 
shall be short periods of moderate exer 
tlon interrupted by longer periods of 
rest when repairs are made 
it is not too 
much work as a rule, but scattered work, 
which prevents rest.

other men, hia preventive means are suc- 
cessful and his mortality from infection 
ta very low. Freedom from prolonged 
muscular strains and high blood ten- 
sion apparently saves him from arterio- 
sclerosis, but suicide claims many, and 
so do the drug habits acquired by the 
nervously exhausted.- It has bean said 
that three-fourths of French morphine 
users are physicians. 
The cause of the physician's early 


death Is evidently the excessive nervous 
expenditure, insufficient, rest and defec- 
tive nutrition, Inseparable from his call- 
ing, with its broken and restricted sleep.

plete relaxation in each week.

physician who sees his patients every 
day in the week, month after month, 
and cannot learn to forget them when 
he goes home, merely burns the candle 
at both ends.

•vermost is as to the plan of retreat. Senators Long, Burkett and 
Warren, nil of whom have been supporting the President in his ef 
fort to put the Hamilton bill through, were at the White House this 
'Morning. Afterward a number of conferences were held with the 
lHouse leaders, the question^ discussion being, what will the House 
•vdo when the Senate *end« the statehood bill back with the Foraker 
*mendtnent tacked on. The answer of most of the house leaders

Tns diseases which claim tn« most 


victims among physicians relatively to 
ail males are gout and diabetes, and 
there is a high relative mortality from 
dismsea of the nervous system, clrcula 
tory system and kidneys, says American 
Medicine.
